CANDIDATES  DISQUALIFIED 

Best  reason  for  thinking  new  about  far-off  elections,  is?  i 
that  15  of  the  original  76  candidates  were  eliminated  from  last  j 
year’s  polling  because  of  lower- than-qualifying  grade  point 
averages.  In  a few  cases,  this  left  only  a single  candidate  to  fill 
an  office. 

The  ASBYU  Constitution  states  that  political  aspirants 
must  have  an  accumulated  average  of  2.5  for  all  university  aca- 
demic work,  or  an  accumulative  3.0  average  for  the  two  quar- 
ters prior  to  election. 

Because  of  national  conventions,  AWS  elections  are  helc 
in  February.  Regular  studentbody  elections  this  year  will  be 
held  April  14  to  18,  with  primaries-  scheduled  for  April  7 to  11.  j Oh,  they  are  all  right. 
With  19  percent  of  last  year’s  applicants  disqualifying  at  “the  I 
last  minute,’’  the  April  dates  aren’t  really  as  far  off  as  they 
seem.

Four  hundred  Provo  residents  were  sampled  by  the  class 
and  the  results  indicated  that  46  per  cent  favored  a state  law 
to  forbid  trading  stamps  in  Utah,  while  28  per  cent  were  sat- 
isfied with  them.  The  inevitable  undecideds  numbered  26  per 
;ent.  I

Lake,  who  cares  about  which  store  to  buy  ham  and  eggs  in  ? |

For  instance,  half  of  those  polled  were  virtually  split  on  where  i 
to  buy  or  not  to  buy  because  of  stamps.  The  other  half?  Just 
doesn’t  matter  too  much  to  them,  it  seems.

PRIOR  TO  the  new  office  fac- 
ilities, “five  people  were  using 
an  office  that  was  adequate  for 
one  or  two  people  at  the  most,” 
said  David  D.  Geddes,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Physical  Education 
and  Health  at  Brigham  Young 
University. 

A small  research  lab  for 
health,  physical  education,  rec-  i 
reation  and  athletics  research 
will  be  included  in  the  new  of- 
fices. The  lab  will  house  techni- 
cal equipment  specific  to  health 
sciences  and  human  perform- 
ance research  conducted  by  fac- 
ulty and  graduate  students.  Two  1 
chemical  gas  alalyzers  and  three 
technical  pieces  of  equipment , 
are  included  in  the  lab. 

EXPERIMENTS  ARE  being 
conducted  on  a machine  that 
employs  a new  method  in  deter- 
mining human  oxygen  consum- ! 
ption.  Tests  are  also  being  giv- ; 
en  to  measure  exercise  and 
stress. 

The  construction  for  the  of- 
fices is  provided  under  three 
separate  research  grants  given 
by  the  National  Health  Institu- 
tion. Support  is  given  by  the  j 
i National  Heart  Institution,  Na- ! 
j tional  Institution  of  Health  and 
I the  Brigham  Young  University 
j Research  Fund.
